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Wilmington the center of Typeworld 


by Debbi Michals 

When Sam Blum was sitting 
behind a sewing machine in New 
York making leather uppers for 
shoes, he had no idea that 
someday he would end up in 
Wilmington a successful 
publisher and editor of a trade 
newspaper called Typeworld. 

Typeworld, the only newspaper 
that deals solely with word 
processing, typesetting and 
graphic communications, began 
in January of 1977 as a monthly 
publication with a circulation of 
about 16,000. After a time Blum 
found that with a monthly issue 
ads would get lost and the paper 
would tend to be too thick for 
people to read. Currently 
Typeworld comes out once every 
three weeks, and since its 1977 
opening, circulation has in- 
creased to 50,000. Blum estimates 
that approximately 200,000 people 
read each issue, 

Blum took the first step toward 
his career when he was 23 years 
old. “After serving for three and a 
half years in the Air Force in 
World War II, I went back to the 
sewing machine,” he said. “One 
day while working, I got up and 
looked around me and said, ‘Is 
this what I want do to with my 
life?’ The answer was obviously 
‘no,’ he explained, and so he 
began studying at night at NYU, 
with a major in economics and 
statistics. After five years of 
taking classes during both 
summer and fall, he got his 
degree and landed a job in the 
New York State Department of 
Commerce in Hobly, New York. 

The salary was very low, he 
remarked, ‘‘Factually took a cut 
in pay of 75 percent to start a new 
career,” he said. ‘I was making 
$60 a week and our rent was $85 a 
month...” At that point he knew 
he could not afford to continue 
working in the commerce 
department. “I called a professor

at NYU and told him that I had to 
change jobs," Blum explained. 
“And that same day a guy in the 
marketing research department 
of Merganthaller told him that he 
had to leave his job because he 
was being drafted into the army.” 

Blum began working for 
Merganthaller, a manufacturer 
of typesetting equipment, in 
September 1954 as a statistician 
in the marketing research 
department, where one of his 
accomplishments was to help the 
company acquire a marketing 
agreement with Compugraphic. 

“Fifteen years later,” he said, 
“I got a job offer from Photon to 
become a marketing manager, 
and since I had become like a 
fixture at Merganthaller — like a 
coat rack or desk — I took the job, 
and moved up here in 1969." He 
stayed at Photon for 18 months, 
the last six months of which he 
was no longer on speaking terms 
with the president of the com- 
pany. Finally, he said, “it was 
mutually agreed that I depart.” 

From Photon, he went to a 
company called MGD, where he 
worked out of Chicago. He ex- 
plained that he left his 
Wilmington home Monday 
morning to fly but to the Chicago 


‘office and returned home to his 


family Friday night. His duties in 
Chicago included helping MGD 
break into the pre-press business, 
as well as finding a way that the 
company could acquire Com- 
pugraphic. He said he actually 
spent only half of his working 
time in Chicago, the other half of 

time he was in Anaheim, 
California working with a group

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family remained in Wilmington, 
MGD asked Blum to move out to 
Chicago. He turned them down 
because he and his family liked 
living in Wilmington. 

He then started doing some 
consulting, until he accepted a job 
as marketing vice president for 
Graphic Systems, which is now 
owned by Wang. “We were the 
first ones to introduce a true 
typesetting machine,” he said. 

After a time he left Graphic 
Systems and went back to con- 
sulting. He was then approached 
by Dymo, seeking to improve its 
position in the non-newspaper 
market. ‘‘The then-president 
made me an offer I couldn't 
refuse,” he said. ‘‘After one year 
they decided not to pursue that 
activity and to sell out to Itek. It 
was then that I 
Typeworld.” 

Sam Blum began Typeworld 
because he felt there was a need 
for it, he said. ‘During all those 
years,”’ he explained, ‘I felt that 
the traditional media caused me 
or the company to waste half the 
dollar...” spent on the printing of 
publications. 

He added that in a newspaper 
like Typeworld companies could 
advertise and know that the 
readership was 100 percent likely 
to be interested in their products. 

Blum explained that all 
qualified subscribers such as 
every daily or weekly newspaper 
in the U.S., as well as every other 
company that operates 
typesetting or word processing 
equipment receives Typeworld at 
no charge. Non-qualified sub- 
scribers in the U.S. 

pay $20 a year, ai 
OPEC nations the rate is $60. For 
OPEC countries the fee is $100. 
“Needless to say," Blum grinned, 
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started - 


“we have no subscribers from 
OPEC countries.” 

Nor do they want any. With 
readership reaching as far as 
Moscow and Israel, as well as 
China, Typeworld is doing just 
fine. ‘And, believe it or not, 
schools and universities are the 
biggest subscribers to Typeworld. 

Blum said, ‘because there is no 
other place where you can get a 
steady, on-going training course 
on typesetting, what it is and 
what's new."’ 

Despite how busy he is with 
Typeworld, Blum is involved in a 
few other ventures. He manages 
and promotes the New England 
Graphic Exhibition, which will be 
held August 4-6 at the Northeast 
Trade Center in Woburn. He is 
also responsible for Type-X’s 
international graphics show 
which will be held in New York 
this year. 

Sam is not the only member of 
the Blum family who is involved 
in Typeworld and various other 
projects. His wife Sylvia is the 
circulation manager, and has 
been since shortly after the 
newspaper began. The 
headquarters for Typeworld, by 
the way, are at Blum’s Oakridge 
Circle home, in Wilmington. 

Blum has been labeled “the 
foremost authority on typeset- 
ting,” in the business, but he 
denies that there is any truth to 
the title. “I have been accused of 
inventing photo - typesetting,” he 
laughs, just because ‘I was there 
at the start of it." He does admit, 
however, that he feels he had a 
“little hand in Compugraphic’s 
success in the early days’

Cambridge is the birthplace of 
typesetting as we know it today, 
Wilmington is the heart of the 
typesetting industry, primarily 
because of Compugraphic, but 
also because of Photon, Dymo, 
and Itek.””

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Will Wilmington 


ever get housing?

Last fall at town meeting, the 

onary of Wilmington voted 

ita 1 to construct 80 
units of elderly housing on land 
behind DeMoulas. Now, almost 
one year later, people are won- 
dering if the town will ever build 
additional housing for the elderly. 

There are a whole host of 
reasons why the proposal was 
shot down last year, but one 
major reason, according to Town 
Manager Buzz Stapcezynski, is 
that the proposal required 80 units 
of elderly housing to be con- 
structed along with 25 units of low 
and moderate income housing. 
“They didn't want that type of 
residential district in their 
community,'’ Stapezynski ex- 
plained. 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale 
said that HUD, who offered to 
graht the town $5,000,000 in 
federal funds for the project, 
made ue remurement for the 
purposes saving money. But, 
he added, ‘‘by doing this, you are 
stigmatizing the low and 
moderate income people and 
jeopardizing the elderly.” 

§ DePasquale went on to say that 
he has always felt that there was 
‘a need for Wilmington to have 
‘multiple family dwellings 
‘because there are many young 
people who would like to stay in 
town but who cannot afford a 
‘ingle family home. He stressed, 
however, that this of housing 
should be sca‘ it 


throughout 
tbe town, leaving the areas for 
elderly housing alone. He men- 
tioned this last year at the time of 
the it proposal, but the 
stipulation which placed the two 


together was made by HUD, and 
unless it was met, there was a 
serious question as to whether or 
not the aid would be granted. 

The outcome of the town 
meeting prompted a suit for $5 
million filed by the proposed 
contractors, Berkshire Builders, 
against the town of Wilmington, 
town officials and a small group 
of local individuals. With this case 
still in litigation, the issue of 
elderly housing in literally at a 
stand-still. 

DePasquale suggested that an 
ideal spot for elderly housing 
might be Deming Way. He added, 
“The Whitefield School is the 
most appropriate area right now, 
because the land is buildable, it's 
owned by the town right now, and 
it’s near transportation...It could 
be built and controlled by us." 

Will Wilmington ever see ad- 
ditional elderly housing? Both 
DePasquale and Stapezynski 
agree that eventually the town 
will have it because there is a 
need for it. 

The selectmen noted that it 
could take as long as a few years 
for a proposal to be approved by 
town meeting, or much less than 
that if the court proceedings 
speed up. The issue of federal 
fundi of such a project is 
doubtful, both men agreed, 
because of the policies of the new 
white house administration. But, 
Stapezynski said, “It’s just going 
to take a lot of work...I know 
there's a need for it, because of 
the issue we're talking about now, 
the low and moderate income 
situation, it's going to take a long 
time to get it. But we'll get it 
because we need it."”

His name was John Labradeur, 
but originally the first name was 
Jean. He and his family came 
from Malagash, which is a town 
in the northern part of what is 
now Nova Scotia, facing on the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence. Jean was 
one of 7,000 Acadian French who 
were exiled into the British 
Colonies in 1755, and the English 
changed his last name, too, to 
Larbardor. 

There had been for nearly a 
century a series of wars between 
the British and the French. Much 
of the fighting was in Europe, but 
from time to time it erupted in the 
American continent as well. 

Acadia was French from the 
time of the first settlement, in 
1603. The people came from: the 
northwest of France, and from 
the valley of the Loire River. 


are, today in 
Massachusetts, many people who 
are descended from those 
Acadians. They like living in 
Massachusetts, but such was not 
the case in the early 18th century. 
Acadia became British as a 
result of the peace treaty of 1713, 
called the Treaty of Utrecht. The 
residents became British sub- 
jects. They were allowed time to 
take an oath of allegiance to the 


Sovereign of England, but this ~ 


they refused to do. 

The French Colonists took up 
the position of qualifying their 
oath of allegiance, so that they 
would not have to fight against 
the French. They acquired the 
name of French Neutrals, and 
they continued to farm the lands 
that they were cultivating, 
clearing woods and draining 
swamps. 

Fighting was going on in 1755. 
The British forces captured a 
fort, between New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia, called Fort Beau- 
sejour. Three hundred Acadians, 
the British said, were found in the 
fort, in arms, a part of the French 
force. 


Notwithstanding this an offer 
was made to those who had not 
been openly captured in arms, 
they could continue in possession 
of their land, and remain with 
their church, if they would. take 
the oath of allegiance. This the 
Acadians refused to do, 
unanimously. 

The Lieutenant - Governor of 
Massachusetts was William 
Shirley, an English attorney. He 
had been, for some years, the 
King’s Advocate General, and a 
Surveyor of the King’s woods. 
This had given him a good 
background in the geography of 
this region over which he ruled. 

As the Governor of 


Massachusetts, Shirley knew of 
the constant border warfare and 
the commercial rivalry, en- 
croachment and massacres, on 
the part of the Indians ‘and 
French.

He had 


their coming war in four 
movements, one of them being to 
march General Braddock to what 
is now Pittsburgh, Pa. That of 
course was a disaster, one of 
several suffered by the Colonials. 

But Shirley commissioned John 
Winslow to raise 2,000 volunteers 
and carry out the fourth part of 
the plan adopted by the four 
governors - to remove the French 
from Nova Scotia. They sailed, on 
three frigates, in May 1755, and it 
was on the 26th day of May when 
they reached the Bay of Fundy. 
About August first the inhabitants 
of Acadia had been rounded up 
and were on their way to 
Massachusetts. There was a total 
of 7,000 men, women and 
children. 

‘The scene of the emigration and 
embarkation was made famous 
by the poem Evangeline, written 
by Henry Wadsworth Longfellow. 

The Acadians were scattered in 
the colonies, all the way to 
Louisiana. Two thousand were 
sent to Massachusetts. 

Every town in Massachusetts 
had to take care of a family of the 
French Neutrals, as they were 
called. 

John Larbardor and his family 
were sent to Wilmington. 
Tewksbury had a fi which, 
one of the old timers “We 
soon got rid of.” There were 
French Neutrals in Reading. 
There were some in Woburn. In 
Andover was a family the man of 
which was named Jean Esbert. 

The le of Andover called 
him Ji Bear. d The family 
was called the “Bear” family. It 
almost sounds amusing. 

Wilmington 

There was one house only, in 
Wilmington which was available. 
It was the site of the John Harn- 
den family, where 49 years 
earlier, the Harnden massacre 
had taken place. The Indians had 
chopped a hole in the roof, to get 
in the 


in house. 

Since that day no one had lived 
in the house. It stood alone and 
untended, on a slight hill 
overlooking The Andover Road. 

Today one would describe the 
site as being near the stonewall 
that is northerly of the Woburn 
Street School. 

The selectmen of Wilmington 


were ordered, as were the 
selectmen of other towns, to care 
for the French Neutrals, and to 
send the bills to the Secretary of 
the Province of Massachusetts 
Bay, in Boston. 

One of the five selectmen in 
Wilmington was John Eames, 30 
years old, the son of Daniel and 
Abigail Eames. Abigail had been 
Abigail Harnden, the girl who was 
thrown into the pond on that July 
night 49 years earlier, and left for 
dead, with an arrow in her back. 

John lived in his father’s home, 
on Woburn Street, the big red 
farmhouse opposite Wildwood 
Street. 

Northerly of the home into 
which the French Neutrals were 
placed was the home of Richard 
Harnden. Richard had passed on, 
many years ago, but in or near 
that home dwelt three grandsons, 
John, Joseph and Joshua, all sons 
of the John Harnden’ of the 
massacre house. All three were to 
do their part in the Revolution. 

Perhaps it was not a nice place 
to send a family of French 
Neutrals. That of course, is a 
guess. 

One can judge by the letters 
that arrived, in the office of the 
secretary of the province, An- 
drew Oliver. 

The Wilmington selectmen sent 
in bills, on schedule. Two shilling 
and six pence for this, and four 
shilling eight pence for something 
else. They bought shoes for the 
children, and a hoe and other 
tools for John Larbardor. They 
charged too, for the use of the old 
Harnden Home. 

Secretary Oliver was getting 
bills like that from every town in 
the Province. It must have been 
an expensive business. 

Down in Reading there was a 
different note. There some one 
recorded that the family living in 
the old Harnden was a family of 
‘rag pickers’, 

There was a different letter 
however. It was one which the 
writer saw many years ago in the 
State House. Since then the ar- 
chives have been moved to 
another portion of the State 
House, and a recent search could 
not find the letter. Part of the 
letter is quoted from memory; 


“Please, your worship, remove 
us from Wilmington, this towne of 
woe. Allow me to take my family 


Fantastik kills gypsy moth

Itis because of the objections to 
malathion that the state is en- 
deavouring to find some new 
method. In the spring just past, 


those officials say, 2,800,000 acres 
of woodlands and countryside in 
Massachusetts were ravaged by 
the gypsy moth catt I. 
There is another method which 
hardly gets mentioned. That is to 
paint the egg masses, and just the 
egg masses with creosote. That 
was done years ago in 
Wilmington, and it worked pretty 
well, according to all accounts. 
Crews of men roamed through the 
woods, with paint brushes on the 
end of bamboo poles. This paj 
wrote an account of it, a lew 
weeks ago. Since then it has been 
told in Dracut about the same 
experience, with the same 
results. The moths disappeared.

There are two more Woburn 
records in 1764. Capt. Zacharia 
Flagg was paid two shilling for a 
load of wood for the French. And, 
on December 29, 1764 John 
Lappidore was paid, in full, one 

and twelve shiling, for 
“maintaining the French for one 
year.”” 

A little over a year later, on Jan 
8, 1766, John Labedore was paid 
one pound twelve shilling for 
“him and his family,” and then on 
August 28 of the same year there 
is a further entry. 

“Paid to John Labedore one 
pound twelve shilling.” 

‘That seems to be the last record 
of Jean Larbodeur, formerly of 
Acadia. Maybe he took his family 
back home to his home 
overlooking the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence. Maybe he went to 
Quebec, where his cousin 
dwelled. » 

There seems to be no further 
record of him in Massachusetts,

Game World going ‘without a hitch’

Game World, the North 
Wilmington arcade that stirred 
up so much controversy recently, 
is going into its fourth week of 
operation without a hitch, ac- 
‘cording to one of the owners, 
Sergeant James Rooney 

Rooney said that business has 
‘been good despite the restructions 
set by the Board of Selectmen. 
“We're hoping that what we said 
at the original meetings with the 
selectmen will hold true," he 
went on, ‘then maybe we won't 
need all these restrictions.” 

With business as good as it is, 
the owners are planning to ex- 
pand the number of games from 
the 24 that they have working now 
to 50, he explained. 

Rooney went on to say that he 
enjoys meeting all the various 
types of people who come in 
during the course of a day. In the 
mornings when first open, 
Rooney said that place is 
primarily filled with kids between 
the ‘ages of 12 and 16. As the day 
goes on, he explained, the 
clientele géts progressively older 
so that by evening there are quite 
a few adults coming in with their 
children. He added that the 
rumored businessman in the 
three piece suit does indeed spend 
‘a good deal of time at Game 
World. 

In regard to trouble, Rooney 
said that there has been “‘not one 
problem. Not even so much as a 
stolen bike.” He added taht he 
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feels that the problem in the 
parking lot across the street from 
game World is _ possibly 
decreasing. “I know when 
working as a shift sergeant from 
4:00 to 12:00 it’s kept clean,” 
According to Rooney, the 
uniformed police officer whom 
the arcade is required to have on 
Friday and Saturday nights also 
discourages kids from hanging 
around their parking lot, as well 
as the one across the street. He 
explained, ‘‘I think that anywhere 
there’s a uniformed police officer 
on duty, it’s certainly a deterrent 
to crime.” 

Along with the success of the 
actual business itself, Rooney 
noted that he feels that some of 
Game World’s opponents have 
shifted in attitude. Some have 
come in to see the place, he said, 
and the ones who haven't have not 
voiced any further complaints. “I 
asked the selectmen, ‘it’s quiet on 
my end, how much flack are you 
getting?"’ Rooney said. “And they 
said, ‘Absolutely none.’”’ 
<—~“I understand their concerns,” 
he want on. “If I lived in the 
neighborhood and something new 
came in, I'd be concerned too." 
But, he said, instead of forming a 
‘vigilante’ group, he would 
simply present his concerns to the 
owners with the hope of getting 
his questions answered. 

Anne Mahoney, who has a 
business across the street from 
Game World, said that she is 
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deeply concerned about the great 
number of bicycles that come in 
and out of the arcade all day. 
“I’m worried about safety, not its 
moral aspects,” she went on. “It 
really doesn't matter to me as far 
as its being there.” 

Mahoney went on to say, “I 
don’t know that the parking lot 
here has been affected." She 
added that she doesn’t think it is 
fair to blame Game World for a 
problem that existed long before 
the arcade came into being, but 
went on to say that there is indeed 
a problem with the abusive 
language used by those who 
frequent the place.

Rooney doesn’t deny that the 
language problem exists, but he 
explained that whenever he hears 
someone speaking in a foul 
manner, he makes sure he talks 
to them about it. 

“We're satisfied with the 
business, Rooney said. “It’s an 
interesting business and we enjoy 
working here.” He said that when 
they first opened the arcade, they 
extended an invitation to anyone 
with questions and concerns to 
come and see the place and feel 
free to ask them anything. That 
invitation, he said, is still open, 
and, he added, he'd like to see 
people take them up on it.

Austin students get bus 


The Tewksbury School Com- 
mittee unanimously voted to add 
the service of an additional bus 
for use by the 78 students in town 
who attend Austin Preparatory 
School last Wednesday night. The 
committee was to add the 
bus by the parents of the Austin 
students. The parents were upset 
that only one bus, with a 44 
seating capacity, was budgeted 
for Austin when there were two 
buses last year. 

The parents agrued, among 
other things, that the lose of the 
one bus could be deemed 
“discriminatory" since no other 
private school was losing a bus. 

Spaces on the one bus would 
have been distributed under a 
lottery system. The first 10 
students picked would have had a 
seat for the full year while the 
remaining 68 were to be split up 
into two groups of 34 riding for a 
half year each. The parents of the 
68 students were to receive a $56 
reimbursement fee for providing 
alternate transportation for the 
other half year. 

The lottery was postponed after 
the parents voiced opposition to it 
at the June 30 committee 
meeting. The parents were 
allowed to elect a committee that 
met with school officials and 
Chairman Louis Carciofi July 22. 
That meeting ended when 
Superintendent Wynn, Ad- 
ministrative Assistant Frank 
Antonelli and Carciofi agreed 
with the parents that Antonelli, 


who is in charge of busing 
operations, should ‘‘shuffle”’ 
things around to find out how 
much it would cost to add the bus. 

Antonelli gave that report to the 
full committee for action last 
Wednesday. He said the cost for 
the bus would be $15,300, but could 


that “double runs” could be made 
to save more money. The ‘double 
runs” would use one bus to pick 
up two different groups of 
students at different times. He 
proposed using two ‘‘double runs"’ 
at the Dewing School for a saving 
of $6000. 

Adding everything together 
Antonelli said, “If the school 
committee can appropriate $5000 
we could provide for an additional 
bus to Austin from the high 
school.” : 

The 34 extra students would be 
taken to the high school on in- 
town buses where the Austin bus 
would be waiting. According to 
Antonelli the students would be 
dropped off at ‘‘six to 10 general 
ste along Main Street.” He 
at that the walk home for the 
majority of the students would be 
no more than “half a mile.” The 
general stops are needed because 
both Austin and the high school 
release at the same time. 

Before the vote was taken 
Carciofi asked Assistant 
Superintendent for Business John 
Ryan if the extra $5000 could be 
found in the current $10.1 million 


school budget. Ryan responded 
that the operating account is 
already $66,000 in the hole. It took 
that amount to eliminate the 
standee policy at the elementary 
level that was advocated by the 
Citizens Advisory Committee and 
voted by the school committee. 

Despite that fact the committee 
voted on the motion made by 
Committeeman James Sullivan to 
“somehow find the $5000 to add 
that bus."’ Sullivan argued that 
“the original process was going to 
take rides away from several 
people’ and now that won't 
happen because of eliminating 
the standee policy at the 
elementary level. He felt the 
Austin parents should be given 
the same deal. Other board 
members agreed and added that 
they “‘don’t want to discriminate” 
against the Austin parents. 

The school board now faces a 
$71,000 deficit in the operating 
account 

In order to do away with the 
standee policy for elementary 
students the committee voted to 
award Blanchard Charter Service 
acontract for six buses at the cost 
of $92 per bus per day for a period 
of three years. Also bidding for 
the award were Wellesely Motor 
Coach at $95 per bus per day for 
the three years and Paris Bus 
Company at $85 per bus per day 
for one year. Paris offered only 
two buses where Blanchard and 
Wellesely offered eight each.

Reporting a crime can be costly 


By Lucia Mouat 


Reporting a crime may be an important 
civie duty, but for some witnesses it can 
be unfairly costly in money and time 

Take the case of Titus Ward, a migrant 
farm worker from New Orleans who 
witnessed a homicide in Rhode Island, 
When he reported it to authorities, bail of 
$5,000 was set against his release to 
assure his presence at the defendant's 
trial. When he couldn't raise the money, 
he was locked up in the state penitentiary 
with convicted felons and forced to wear 
prison clothing. It was only when he 
petitioned the Rhode Island Supreme 
Court that he was finally released 158 
days later 

While jailing the witness to be sure he 
stays around for the trial is not exactly 
‘common practice, neither is Mr. Ward’ 
case an isolated example, It happens 
often in federal immigration cases when

illegal aliens are called on as witnesses in 
smuggling incidents and sometimes in 
state criminal cases when a witness is 
from out of state 

For instance, four workers with a 
traveling carnival witnessed a murder in 
Iowa. They were jailed for three months 
and released only after the defendart 
pleaded guilty, They received no 
monetary compensation for the time in 
jail or even for the day in court because 
they were never called on as witnesses. 

“It made the whole wait for nothing,” 
says Ronald L. Carlson, a lawyer ap- 
pointed by the judge in that case to 
represent the witnesses. Currently a 
professor of law at Washington University 
in St. Louis, he has been involved ever 
since the Iowa case more than a decade 
ago in what is largely a one-man crusade 
to reform state material-witness laws 
dating back to the mid-1800s. 

He points out that it is still possible

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under generally “archaic” laws in 45 
states to put an innocent witness in jail for 
an indefinite period against his will, The 
effect, Professor Carlson argues, is costly 
to the taxpayer and inhibiting to wit 
nesses 

“It's enough to discourage participation 
in the criminal justice system," he says 
“Sometimes the defendant is out on bail 
and the witness to the crime is locked up 
in cold storage...Many witnesses are not 
even granted the rights given to criminal 
suspects.” 

Professor Carlson «uggests that the 
laws, passed in the days when travel was 
more difficult, now are used largely for 
the convenience of lawyers for the 
prosecution. He wants them to be made 
more humane with stronger safeguards 
for the rights of witnesses, 

He has proposed a model law for state 
adoption which would limit detention time 
without a court hearing for witnesses to 
no more than five days. The law also 
would require prosecutors to move 
quickly to get a sworn statement from 
witnesses by stenographer, tape recor- 
ding, film, or videotape with all parties to 
the case present and able to cross- 
examine. The witness would still be ex- 
pected and encouraged to show up in 
court for the trial 


If the court decides the witness should 
be held in custody for other reasons, the 
Washington University law professor 
suggests that the person be held 
separately from those convicted or ac 
cused of crimes and entitled to the same 
monetary fee for time in jail as in court 

Michigan already has made some 
changes based on that model, according 
to Professor Carlson, and legislators in 
Maryland and Pennsylvania are currently 
studying it 

Actually, a number of states have taken 


small steps in the direction of fairer 
treatment for material witnesses. 
Fourteen states, for instance, now provide 
‘compensation for witnesses for time spent 
in jail. And 20 states have authorized 
lawyers to take depositions from wit 
nesses in advance of the trial as a way of 
preserving testimony. 

Compared with most state witness laws, 
the federal law is considered more 
progressive and generally more con- 
sistent in providing representation for 
witnesses and sizable fees for time spent 
in custody awaiting trial. But Professor 
Carlson says he thinks much in the 
federal law is ripe for reform as well 

He points to the fact that the average 
period of holding a material witness by 
federal authorities is 48 days and says 
that the federal budget for witness fees, 
aside from the federal witness protection 
program, has been moving steadily up- 
ward. 

Certainly the concept of videotaping 
materia! witness testimony is on the rise 
in both federal immigration and state 
criminal cases. One ongoing experiment 
of the American Bar Association's Action 
Commission to Reduce Court Costs and 
Delay, for instance, calls for videotaping 
the statements of complaining witnesses 
in criminal cases. 

A similar experiment conducted in 10 
districts recently by the Federal Judicial 
Center has been regarded as particularly 
cost effective and successful in taking 
advance testimony from illegal aliens in 
border areas in migration cases. Carl 
Imlay, general counsel for the center and 
for the Administrative Office of the US 
Courts, says the hope now is to persuade 
the Justice Department to continue the 
experiment on a broader scale.

‘Two events in the movie business that 
had an impact on my life occurred this 
week:

Make sense 


out in the sun 


“Almost everyone has enough sense to 
come in out of the rain, but not all of us 
know enough to come in out of the sun,” 
said Dr. William Strauss, medical vice 
president of the American Cancer 
Society's Greater Lynn Unit 

While working, playing, or basking in 
the sun can create a healthy-looking tan, 
such exposure can also lead to premature 
“aging” of the skin by destroying its 
elasticity and leaving it dried out and 
wrinkled, Even worse, Dr. Strauss noted, 
it can cause skin cancer. 

Between 300,000 and 600,000 cases of 
skin cancer are diagnosed in this country 


each year, according to Dr. Strauss. 
About 5,000 people die of the disease 
annually 


“Fortunately,” he said, “most cases of 
skin cancer are easily curable if they are 
diagnosed and treated in time. Although 
most of the deaths result from the rarer 
melanoma form of skin cancer, common 
types of the disease can become serious if 
they are left untreated."” 

Dr. Strauss cautioned against staying in 
the sun during the hotter, midday hours. 


The sun's ultraviolet rays are strong 
and most dangerous between 10 a.m, a 
3 p.m., when the least amount of 
mosphere filters them. 

“When you have to be out in strr 
sunlight, use a sunscreen preparati 
This will considerably reduce the harm 
rays reaching the skin,” said Dr. Strat 

Any sunscreen is effective, he noted 
the best are those containing pa 
aminobenzoic’ acid (PABA) or t 
zophenone. 

Only a doctor can tell if a skin cond 
is cancerous or likely to become ca 
cerous, However, anyone who has a s 
that does not heal or a mole or mark t 
undergoes an unusual change in color 
size shoald see a physician promptly, | 
Strauss advised 


“Usually such signs do not me 
cancer," he said, “but they should 
taken seriously."

Antiques collectives are one of the latest 
West Coast ideas for exchanging goods 
and chattels. They are like nothing else 
that has come along for the buying and 
selling of possessions. 

They aren't as casual as flea markets or 
as formal as scheduled antique shows 
And they are more organized and offer far 
more variety than yard, garage, and tag 
sales, 

‘The collectives that have been spawned 
in the past few years in the San Francisco 
area offer a wide assortment of antiques 
and collectibles under one roof and at 
reasonable prices. Most of them are 
providing at least part-time occupation 
and some ready cash for houewives, 
couples, and young singles who enjoy 
collecting for resale, but want to do it in 
their own good time and minus the cares 
of shop ownership. 

The Collectors’ Market, one of a dozen 
or more midpeninsula collectives, is a 
good example of this new method of 
buying and selling goods. It consists of 
7,200 square feet of wide open space with 
a Storefront, which Barbara Pfieffer and 
Sandy Baisa, both wives with some time 
to spare, leased three years ago, thinking 
that “it would be fun just to do our own 
thing and manage a collective.” 

‘They divided the area into 10-by-12-foot 
spaces, which they rent for $220 a month 
to 32 collector-dealers who want to reach 
the public with their overflow, Mrs. 
Pfieffer and Mrs. Baisa also collect an 8 
percent commission on all sales made at 
their Collectors’ Market for building 
maintenance and security, and all other 
overhead expenses which include the 
services of a full-time manager and 
assistant manager as well as advertising 
and bookkeeping costs 

Each of the 32 dealers has to volunteer 
one day of service a month to the 
collective, but is otherwise free to come 
and go at will. The dealers simply keep 
their spaces stocked Customers who 
come to browse and buy move from space 
to space, and, as in any supermarket, pay 
for the objects they wish to buy at a 
central checkout counter, Sales are 
credited there to the individual exhibitors 
whose goods are involved. 

The day of my recent visit I not only

found an incredible amount of items for 
sale, but stopped for a visit with Laurie 
Goben and Dolores Degnan, two 
housewives who call their booth The Gray 
Goose and say it is a combined hobby and 
business. 

“We both love tackling estate, yard, and 
tag sales, as well as flea markets, swap 
meets, charity bazaars, auctions, and any 
other sales event that offers old and 
secondhand things," Laurie explains. 
“We just think of ourselves as being on a 
perpetual treasure hunt, and when we find 
something super, it’s a great thrill,” 

At that moment a girl customer was 
trying on, with apparent delight, an array 
of 1980s and "40s sailor and cloche hats in 
front of a 1930s dresser mirror, Another 
Jorowser was looking at old green glass 
juicers, green-handled can openers, 
crocks, old graters and toasters. 

“Old kitchen things are big right now,” 
Laurie comments, “and so is 18908 fur- 
niture. Although actually we have found 
that almost anything that is interesting, 
old, and well-made sells. 

“The hazard in this business is in not 
being able to part with one’s discovered 
treasures," Laurie goes on. "I always ask 
myself ‘Who would appreciate it more 
than me?’ So my home is now dense with 
things that I love and that nobody could

Good road business 


Roads, like everything else, are getting 
very expensive. What it cost to build a 
mile of ne. road ten years ago gets less 
than half a mile today 

Because of skyrocketing costs, many 
miles of road were not resurfaced when 
they should have been. As a result, the 
nation's highways are deteriorating 


The- problem is how to pay for’ the 
rebuilding job that has to be done 

Businessmen have a solution: increase 
highway user fees and use the income 
from those fees for road work 

‘The Highway Users Federation recently 
surveyed its individual members, who are 
business executives from over 25 industry 
groups. Eighty-one percent said they are 
willing to pay more federal highway user 
fees if the money is used solely for road 


improvements 
Why? Businessmen know that bad roads 
are bad for business. They waste fuel and 
cause delays and accidents, adding to the 
price of products and contributing to 
inflation 
For years, the business community has 
supported increased state highway user 
charges for better roads. Now, it is 
speaking out on behalf of increased 
federal charges for roads — and not for 
the first time. 
Twenty-five years ago, when the 
problem was how to pay for the Interstate 
tem, business and industry 
yy-as-you-go” plan which 
set up the Federal Highway Trust Fund to 
be supported by fuel, truck and tire taxes 
dedicated to the federal government's 90 
percent share of Interstate construction.

Melrose-Wakefield Hospital (MWH), a 
frontrunner in child safety awareness 
within the area, is presenting every baby 
born in the hospital with a car safety seat 
on the day of his or her departure, The 
program, which is designed to help 
prevent serious car crash injuries in 
children, is an outgrowth of the highly 
successful car seat rental program began 
last April in which car seats were leased 
at $.75 per month for a maximum of one 
year. 

“We're giving the seats away, free of 
charge, so more parents within the 
community will use them for their 
children,” Executive Director Richard S. 
Quinlan said. “Judging by the statistics, 
these seats should be a must for every 
child passenger. There's no doubt they 
save lives.”” 

At least nine out of ten child passengers 
killed in auto accidents could be saved by 
proper use of safety seats, according to 
the Michigan Office of Highway Safety 
Planning, the leading research center in 
child safety. In addition, a recent study of 
all crashes within the southeast Michigan 
area showed not a single child riding in a 
car safety seat was fatally injured. The 
study was done over a period of several 
years by the Highway Safety Research 
Institute at the University of Michigan.

Director of the Child Passenger Safety

‘The warm months are an 
active time for wildlife and 
people alike. During this 
period, baby birds hatch, 
and eventually leave the 
nest. People who watch 
and enjoy their progress 
frequently have questions 
— and concerns — about 
the baby birds and their 
well-being 

Normally, young birds 
such as robins and 
sparrows leave the nest at 
ages ranging from 11-14 
days. The longer the bird 
stays in the nest, the better 
able it will be to fly. For 
many young birds, the 
time of nest-leaving does 
not necessarily coincide 
with their ability to fly 
well 

It is at this stage in the 
baby bird's developmient 
that people often find 
young robins sitting on the 
lawn and mistakenly think 
the birds are abandoned. It 
is important to realize that 
there is a period from two 
to three weeks (or longer) 
when the parents defend 
ahd feed their young after 
they have left the nest 
These visits, however, are 
apt to be brief, lasting only 
long enough to jam food 
into the fledgling's mouth. 

You can best help these 
young birds by leaving 
them alone. If you can’t 
resist an impulse to help, 
then pick it up (do not 
worry about the parents 
rejecting it — birds have 
little sense of smell) and 
place it ina nearby bush or 
on the lower branch of a 
tree — the parents will 
locate the baby by its “I 
am hungry" call. Then 
make sure that your cat is 
indoors, and keep it there.

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ANDOVER, MASS. — The “Tax 
Exemption for Savers” amendment may 
soon’ boost the New England housing 
market through a lowering of mortgage 
interest rates, says Justin S, Bielagus, 
executive vice president of The Norwood 
Group, Ine. 

‘The amendment was adopted by the full 
US. Senate on July 16, as part of the 
major tax bill It allows financial in- 
stitutions to offer savings certificates to 
consumers that could pay tax exempt 
interest in the 11 percent range. In 
dition, the amendment stipulates that 75 
percent of the money invested into these 
certificates must be used for home 
mortgages, The result, predicts financial 
analysts, will be greater competition in 
local mortgage markets with a drop of 2 
to 3 percentage points on mortgage in- 
terest rates. 

« ‘Should mortgage rates drop 
predicted,” says Bielagus, ‘we expect 
see a tremendous influx of buyers into the 
housing market. A drop of 3 points can 
make a significant difference in monthly 
payments,”

There are no simple answers that will suit every 
family in such a situation, The following ideas come 
from'three mothers who took their first trips without 
families. They. all had children of elementary school 
age and were gone an average of two weeks. 

The first consideration was establishing a schedule 
with responsible relatives, neighbors, or favorite 
sitters in charge. Although the timing was often tricky 
the children were never left alone. Reciprocal child 
care was extended when possible 

Before one mother departed, she wrote each child a 
short note and sealed it in an envelope, along with a 
surprise from the local toy and crafts store. She did 
this for each day, writing the date the envelopes could 
be opened on the outside. 

Before another mother departed, she recorded 
several tapes with stories and comments to the 
children. They had a unique bedtime story with their 
mother each night 

Some children found frequent mail addressed to 
them, Post cards let them visualize their mother's 
location. and sfort notes kept them in touch. 

Busy fathers had suppers and favorite dishes stocked 
in the freezer - prepared ahead of time by mom 
Alerted neighbors invited families for homemade 
meals 

A father's active participation at this time can be the 
best contribution of all. One father took several days 
off from work. tied the apron strings. and learned how

Sewer line needs 2100 feet 


Residents of Floradale Avenue 
in Wilmington learned some 
unpleasant, but not unexpected 
news last Thursday night. The 
street will have to be re 
excavated for work to correct the 
interceptor sewer line laid there 
in 1979. 

The work, which will take place 
on sewer line covered under 
Contract 2 of the town’s seven- 
part sewer program, will be done 
this fall. It is presently out for 
bids. 

Besides Floradale Avenue, the 
repair work will take place on 
Sweetheart Plastics’ property 
and on the adjacent Gronemeyer 
property, behind Dunkin’ Donuts. 
In all, 2100 feet of sewer line must 
be re-installed. Until the repairs 
are done, none of the other sewer 
lines can‘be put into use. 

The work on the faulty sewer 
line was performed in the winter 
of 1978-79 by Pacella Bros., Inc, of 
Plainville, Mass. The contract 
with Pacella covered the in- 
terceptor line from Floradale 
Avenue to a point north of the 
Fred Cain bridge. 

Pacella and the Town of 
Wilmington are now engaged in 
reciprocal million dollar lawsuits, 
as a result of the foul-ups on the 
sewer line. 

The sewer line was engineered 
by the Wellesley firm of Whitman 
and Howard. The corrections to 


the Contract 2 portion of the 
sewer, though, have been 
engineered by Fay, Spofford and 
Thorndike. 

For the residents of Floradale 
avenue, the repairs to the sewer 
line will mean another major 
excavation of their street. There 
have been many streets in 
Wilmington excavated for 
sewers, but few have been totally 
disrupted. In the case of 
Floradale Avenue, it is almost 
impossible to work on the sewer 
without blocking the entire street. 
Floradale Avenue is a short, dead 
end street off Burlington Avenue. 
The sewer under it is a 30-inch 
interceptor line, laid more than 20 
feet deep. 

The street was reconstructed 
less than two years before the 
sewer construction, under bet- 
terments paid by the residents of 
the street. 

“When that street was built, we 
had to build everything - sidewalk 
and all,"’ said Bernard McMahon 
to the Water Commissioners. 
“My share of that street is $2500. 
When Fred Jackson left the place, 
it was like a bowling alley. When 
Pacella left it,"’ he sai ‘won't 
say what it looks li The first 
manhole sticks up six inches out 
of the road."

“We are aware of the problems 
you had the first time around, and 
we want to assure you that we do 
not intend that you have the same 
kind of problems again,” said 
George Allan, chairman of the 
Water and Sewer Commissioners. 

Because of the excavations on 
the narrow street, residents had 
to park in the Diamond Crystal 
parking lot when the sewer was 
installed. Worse, though, were 
some of the conditions endurs 
the residents. The contrattor 
drove stakes in the lawns of 
residents and strung cables 
across lawns to support the water 
main during the excavation. At 
times, the excavations were left 
open with no protection. The 

‘residents also experienced in- 
terruptions in their water service. 

Jenkins told the residents that 
the specifications for the contract 
included a total restoration of the 
street. He said that the work may 
involve some water service in- 
terruption, but that the contractor 
would have to build a teraporary 
water service. Also, Jenkins said 


percent of its losses under 
Proposition 242, and Stapezynski 
said that he thinks this is one of 
the lowest percentages around.

Wells that supply large 
amounts of water for their in- 
dustrial processes were disrupted 
by the dewatering that took place. 
Also, a large part of the parking 
lot caved in from earth ‘“‘slum- 
ping’ into the trenches. 

Allan said that a hydro- 
geological firm would be hired to 
monitor groundwater conditions 
near the Sweetheart plant during 
the construction work. Water 
conditions are extremely im- 
portant for Sweetheart, because 
of the nature of the land under the 
plant. A change in water con- 
ditions could cause structural 
problems. 

Santo asked the commissioners 
to provide him with a “punch list” 
of items before the contractor 
begins work.

Robert E. Patterson, executive 
director of MIFA, “With interest 
rates still unstable and reaching 
record highs, it becomes all the 
more important for a state to try 
and help foster business, and 
IRB’s are one of the most ef- 
fective ways of doing this.”” 

At its August Board of Direc- 
tors meeting, MIFA approved 
$47.6 million in low interest bonds 
for 40 growing companies. Over 
1710 jobs should be created by 
these projects. 

MIFA is an independent state 
agency designed to promote in- 
vestment and jobs in 
Massachusetts.

Giving kids a ‘Head Start’ 


by Debbi Michals 

To make it in today’s world, a 
child does not necessarily have to 
bea millionaire's son. He just has 
to be given a chance to become 
involved in the right things. One 
of those “right things,” according 
to Dick DeRosas, is the Head 
Start Program in Wilmington. 

DeRosas, who has worked with 
Head Start for over eight years 
and is currently the director, 
described it as a positive program 
designed to make a child's first 
encounter with school a happy 
one. He added that it is federally 
funded, with absolutely no cost to 
eligible families, and must 
comply with certain government 
regulations. One of these 
regulations mandates that no 
more than 90 percent of the total 
enrollment has to be pre-school 
children between the ages of four 
and six from low income families 
in town. A minimum of 10 percent 
must be special needs children. 
This year, DeRosas said, 41 kids 
participated, 25 percent of whom 
were special needs or han- 
dicapped children. 

Although the basic purpose of 
the program is to make the child’s 
transition from home to school a 
lot smoother, DeRosas explained 
that there are many other 
elements of that problem “that 
Head Start tries to deal with. 
First of all, he said, they try to 
eliminate any fears the kids have 
about taking a bus to school. They 
do this by having the children ride 
a bus to and from the program 
each day. Secondly, they work to 
get the youngsters used to being 
in a restricted area. They also 
teach them the importance of 
sharing with one another. A vital 
aspect of the program comes in 
teaching the children to respect 
the differences in others. That 
way, DeRosas explained, ‘they 
won't be so mesmerized by them’ 
when they get to school, Children 
have to learn, he went on, that 
there aré people out there who 
have different attitudes, looks, 
and speech habits, not to mention 
emotional or physical handicaps. 

Lastly, he added, they try to 
present ‘the children with some

form of academics. He stressed, 
however, that “‘it is not the thrust 
of the program because they'll be 
getting that in kindergarten.” 

Aside from preparing the 
children for school in an 
emotional sense, the Head Start 
crew puts a good deal of emphasis 
on personal hygiene, ‘‘One of the 
most important components of 
the program is the medical aspect 
of it,” DeRosas said. 

He added that along with the 
teachers, teacher-aids, and 
volunteers from the junior high 
and high school, he also has a 
speech pathologist, dental 
hygienist, guidance counselor, 
and nurse on staff. These people 
all work to improve the child’s 
level of functioning in the area of 
personal care. 

Nurse Cindy Walkling ex- 
plained that before the children 
come to Head Start, they try to 
gather as much medical history 
about them as possible. This way 
they are able to have a better 
understanding of the degree of 
care that each child may require. 
Every child then undergoes a 
complete physical examination 
including urine and blood 
analysis. They also pay a visit to 
the dental hygienist for a 
checkup. 

“Sometimes you go through all 
these tests, and they're all nor- 
mal," Walkling explained, but 
occasionally things turn up that 
might not be noticed in a routine 
checkup. If a child is not yp to 
date on any immunization, he will 
be brought up to date. She also 
mentioned that they found one 
child who had a vision problem 
that had never been detected and 
now wears glasses. Another child 
had a severe urine problem, and 
currently is being treated for it 

During the course of the 
program the teachers keep a 
health observation record for 
each child in their group. Parents 
receive notification of all medical 
services that their child received, 
and the record is passed on to the 
child's teacher in the fall, so that 
they have all the necessary in- 
formation about the child before 
he enters kindergarten

The staff members aren't the 
only ones who actively contribute 
to the program. The policy 
committee, composed solely of 
parents of the children in the 
program, has a very big say in 
what goes on. The committee is 
formed each year at an in- 
troductory coffee hour, where 
DeRosas asks for volunteers. 
Once the committee is formed, it 
is their responsibility to concern 
themselves with making the 
program better. They decide on 
field trips and other activities for 
the children. Over 90 percent of 
the time, DeRosas said, their 
suggestions are carried out. The 
only time he overrides their 
decisions is when there is a 
conflict with the guidelines laid 
down by the state and federal 
governments. He added that part 
of the success of the program can 
be attributed to the cooperation 
and contribution of parents. 

Richard Gorham, a teacher in 
the program, described what an 
average day of Head Start is like. 
The children arrive at the Glen 
Road School at 8:00 a.m. and for 
30 minutes are involved in some 
pre-learning activities such as 
peg boards, sequence cards, and 
other exercises that deal with 
eye-hand coordination. At 8:30 
they go to breakfast, and then 
after they finish eating, at ap- 
proximately 9:10, they brush 
their teeth and proceed to a 
meeting area where they work on 
their numbers, colors, days of the 
week, and other basic concepts. 
At 9:30 he takes them outside for 
a play activity. Through this he is 
able to check their motor skills as 
well as eye-hand coordination. 
‘Then he allows them to have some 
time for free play. To the kids it's 
a time to do whatever they want, 
he said, but for him it’s a time to 
watch how they interact socially 
with one another. At ap- 
proximately 10:00 they go back 
inside and begin an art activity. 
Since they go on a different field 
trip each week, the art activities 
usually have a theme that 
corresponds to that week's trip. 
When the art time is over, there is 


a quiet period with music or 
stories that also focus on the 
theme of that week's field trip. 
They then go to lunch, and from 
there they return home. 

Despite all the positive aspects 
of the program, DeRosas said 
that some parents still refuse to 
send their children to Head Start. 
“And there’s no way that anybody 
can convince me that this 
program won't help that child,” 
DeRosas explained. 

But the children aren't the only 
ones who get something out of the 
Head Start program. Parents 
benefit as well. Not only is the 
first day of school less of a heart- 
wrenching experience for both 
parents and children because of 
the program, but parents are also 
provided with guidance and 
uplifting support. Sometimes if a 
child is handicapped, DeRosas 
went on, the parents feel guilty, 
“and we want them to feel that 
they're doing the best job they 
can." He added, “We try to make 
the parents feel better about 
themselves - that the child's 
important and they’re im- 
portant.” 

The Head Start Program, 
which runs for six weeks in the 
summer recently completed its 
final week. DeRosas said that the 
kids all love the program, and 
that the staff loves working with 
the children 

He added that the children 
usually don’t realize how much 
they enjoy the program until 
Monday morning after it has 
ended, when they get up thinking 
that they're going to school, only 
to find out that there is no more 
school to go to. “That's when 
you're going to see that face 
drop,” he said. 

Although the program has been 
very successful through the 
years, DeRosas said that they 
still try to find new ways to make 
it as positive a program as 
possible. “A program continues 
to be successful only if you keep 
refining it,” he said. “And I think 
what helps is that we believe in it. 
It's as simple as that, we're 
happy to be here.”

Hazardous waste 
plan prepared 


A hazardous waste plan has 
been presented to the Wilmington 
Selectmen, for their study and 
ultimate decision, The plan was 
presented Monday evening by the 
chairman of the Conservation 
Commission, Chester Bruce. 

The plan agrees in many 
respects with the plan prepared 
for Massachusetts. It has been 
adapted in parts for the local 
scene, by Milton Calder of 14 
Hobson Ave. 2 

As presented to the selectmen it 
has 47 pages, consisting of many 
sub-heads. Its purpose is to have 
ready, at a facility, appropriate 
equipment and trained personnel 
capable of responding to 
emergencies. The emergencies 
are listed as fires, explosions 
planned or unplanned, the sudden 
release of a hazardous waste and, 
to comply with Federal or State 
regulations.

There would be a com- 
munication, presumably at the 
fire station, and such items as a 
contingency coordinator, fire 
brigades, evacuation teams, an 
emergency spill response team, a 
medical team and a security 
department. 

Involved in the Wilmington plan 
would be the Wilmington Fire and 
Police Departments, the State 
Police, the Reading Municipal 
Light Company, the Lowell Gas 
Company, the telephone com- 
munications; all with the Town 
Hall as a center connecting all 
departments, and to 
Massachusetts and national 
centers for chemical spills, and 
chemical emergencies.

surprising, is a letter from Tip 
O'Neil. Tip of course, is the U.S. 
Representative from 
Massachusetts. He has been seen 
frequently in recent days, on the 
TV screen, as he battled the 
budget proposals of President 
Reagan. 


Tip spent a part of his youth in 
Wilmington, and he reflects upon 
it. He mentions, briefly, living on 
Glen Road. 

Tip talks about Pop Neilson’s 
farm, the barn filled with cows, 
and the girl who delivered milk, 
in a pony cart; and the fresh 
vegetable stand where everyone 
stopped, every Sunday, after 
attending Mass at Thompson's 
Grove. 

Pop Neilson's farm was “The 
Elms." The Glen Road School is 
ona part of that farm. Around the 
farm, 50 years ago, were three 
homes, that of his brother Peter, 
his daughter Dorothea Carter, 
and his son Eddie. That part of 
Glen Road could have been called 
“Neilsonville,” but it was not. 

Pop's house was an old Harn- 
den home. It is now the home of 
the Papaliolios family. There 
have been changes. The front 
porch is gone. The ‘‘annex”’ which 
stood on the west lawn is gone. 
Gone too, are all the old elm trees 
that gave the farm its name, but 
Alice Papaliolios still has the 
“The Elms" sign which once upon 
a time hung over the barn door. 

The little girl, mentioned by 
Tip, who delivered milk in a pony 
cart was Sylvia Neilson, who, 
some will remember, taught 
Latin in Wilmington High School. 
That was in the hard days of the 
Depression. The pay for school 
teachers was $800 a year. 

When World War II came along, 
and the U.S. Army started an 
Auxiliary which became the 
Women’s Army Corps (WAC). 
Sylvia ended up as a Major, and, 
incidently, a specialist in the 
Japanese language. But she did 
not go to Japan. 

The Neilson family did not 
realize the sensation that Sylvia 
and her pony caused. Many 
people have mentioned it in later 
years. Tip O'Neil still remem- 
bers. 

Tip may or may not remember 
the Silver Lake Volunteer Fire 
Department, which existed about 
that time. It was based on Pop's 
farm because Pop had horses, to 
pull the handpumper. The idea 
was to get a fire engine to any 
house fire as quickly as possible. 
It may have been possible to get 
to a fire before the Wilmington 
Fire Departmnet, motor driven, 
got there. Maybe it all had 
something to do with insurance, 

Harry Miller was the captain. 
Miller Road is named after him. 
Harry was, if the writer is 
correct, a non drinker. He 
probably did not realize the real 
reason for Sunday afternoon fire 
drills. They were held at the site 
of the old Union Ice Company 
houses, on a sawdust filled site 
where the Town Beach is today. 

Claude Thompson, he of 
Thompson's Grove, was the 
treasurer. He would collect the 
money made at the weekly (or 
was it monthly?) whist party. for 
that fire department. 

Claude knew the best places to 
get beer and such, during those 
days of Prohibition. When that 
pumper left, on a Sunday af- 
ternoon to put out the spontaneous 
fires in that icehouse sawdust, 
Claude and his friends had a 
supply of beer stored in the water 
storage pump.

man along Grove Avenue would 
join in, and help pump water. It 
Bot to be weekly contests, at 
times, to see which team could 
pump the most water farthest, 

The volunteer firemen would 
then take the pumper back to 
Pop’s farm. They would put away 
the horse, and the pumper was 
backed into its own special little 
barn. The Grove Avenue men, 
and Captain Miller would go 
home. 

The others would then get out 
that beer, which had been 
specially cooled by the cool 
waters of Silver Lake. 

There is a picture of that 
pumper, in the 250th An- 
nivsersary Booklet, on page 119. 

Tip also talks of the Masses at 
‘Thompson's Grove. The old dance 
hall at the grove is pictured in the 
250th Anniversary edition, as it 
was at about the end of World War 
I. It was later (circa 1923) 
enlarged and became known as 
the “biggest dance floor” in New 
England. 

Masses were sung every 
Sunday, during the summer 
months for the Silver Lake 
community. If memory serves 
correctly, the first Masses were 
sung at the old Silver Lake 
Womens’ Club, on Williams 
Avenue, and they then tran- 
sferred to Thompson's Grove, 
which is now the site of St. 
Dorothy's Church. 

The Silver Lake area was a 
special sort of community. There 
were many summer residents, 
because of the old Eastern Mass 
Street Railway. The streetcars 
ran from Charletown to Lowell, 
every hour. The price was not 
high, and every weekend people 
from Charlestown, many of them 
first and second generation Irish, 

“would get off at Silver Lake to 
enjoy themselves. They would 
return via streetcar or via a train 
from Silver Lake station, Monday 
morning. The ‘‘8:11" ran non-stop 
to Boston and was called the 
“Merchant's Express.” 

The Roman Catholic Church 
established summer services for 
those people, St. Mary’s in 
Tewksbury, and the two places 
mentioned previously. The first 
‘St. Mary’s was down off McLaren 
Road. 

When the Masses shifted to 
Thompson's Grove it was a 
natural for Pop Neilson, for the 
selling of fresh vegetables. There 
were two Masses every Sunday, 
and that gave Pop an opportunity 
to refill the vegetable bins, which 
had been sold out after the 
previous service. Beets were five 
cents a bunch. Corn sold for 40 
cents a dozen ears. Pop would sell 
over $100 worth of Vegetables in 
only a few minutes, and he had 
grandchildren and nieces there to 
help him. 

They enjoyed the fun. Pop 
enjoyed the money. 

Tip O'Neil says it was a won- 
derful experience for a city boy. It 
was also a wonderful experience 
for Pop's grandchildren and other 
relatives. 

Tip's father and mother were 
some of the many summer 
boarders who stayed at The 
Elms. It was quite an institution. 

It wi in one respect, the 
streetcars from Charlestown 
which made The Elms the place it 
was. In another respect it was the 
personality of “Ma” Neilson, 
Mrs. Christian Neilson. 

Pop bought the place in 1907, for 
about $2,000, from the Union Ice 
Company. The family had been 
living down at “the old farm” on 
Chestnut Street.

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There were three boys and 
three girls in the family. From 
the viewpoint of a gentle, blue 
eyed Danish-Yankee farmer, and 
a Danish-Yankee _ business 
woman and housewife who 
operated a boarding house, this 
was ideal. The boys cultivated the 
10 acre farm, and cared for the 
cattle. The girls helped to cook, 
made up beds, and waited on 
table. A long, special room was 
added on the west side for a 
dining room. More rooms were 
added to the back of the house, for 


bedrooms. 

Some of the ladies who were 
summer boarders delighted in 
assisting with the cooking, and 
men with the haying. 

Later an “annex” was added, 
on the west lawn. There were 
about six or eight bedrooms in the 
annex, reserved for young men 


only. 

That big dining room, on the 
west side sometimes seated 50 
people for Sunday dinner. 


Sometimes there were more. All 
had the three Neilson girls as 
waitresses, and much of the fare 
was fresh from Pop's Garden. 
No wonder Tip O'Neil has fond 
memories of Wilmington. 


To return to the pony, 
remembered by Tip. 

Carey, for that was his name, 
was an independently minded 
animal. There was, for instance, 
a saddle for Carey. No one ever 
rode on Carey, however. He just 
rolled on the ground, until 
someone took off that saddle, 

The time of Sylvia’s near ac- 
cident was such an event. Carey 
and Sylvia were on Main Street, 
near the lake, when Carey 
decided it was time to go home. 
He took off, with pony cart, Sylvia 
and milk bottles bouncing around. 

To say there were a hundred 
spectators might over state the 
case. There were many, however, 
and no one ever forgot the picture 
of Sylvia, a ten-year-old girl, and 
her milk bottles, bouncing around 
in that pony carriage. Carey did 
not stop until he was safely in the 
barn. 

Adele has hit on the fond 
memories ‘of many who knew 
Wilmington over half a century 
ago. There are some pictures in 
that 250th Anniversary Book that 
directly bear on the subject.
